Gone from this year's roster will be two-time All Canadian forward, Gary McKeigan 
as well as gigantic Rocco Margosian who at 6'1] was the tallest player ever to 
play for Coach Daigneault. 


"The last three years, with Gary at 6'6 and either John Gissender at 6'7 or Rocco, 
we have always controlled the boards. This year our biggest player at any given 
time will only be 6'5, so we willbe looking to upbeat the tempo of the game, 
trying to take advantage of our quickness." 


Coach Daigneault has six returnees from last year's club including tri-captains 
Steve MacNeill, Craig Norman and Biagio Caresse. MacNeill is coming off his finest 
season in which he averaged over 8 points a game in the role of both starter and 
sixth man. The dynamic duo of Biagio Caresse and Craig Norman combined for over 

28 points and 11 rebounds a game in their rookie year, despite missing several 
games each, with a variety of injuries. Daigneault believes that the ex—CEGEP 
All-Stars are on the verge of University stardom. 


Other veterans include guards Yves Provencher and Harout Tarakjian and forward 

Ian Hunter. Ned Nedrick and Tim Bush familiar names to Concordia followers 

return after a short hiatus. Nedrick, a speedy guard who quarterbacked the Stingers 
to a fourth place finished in the C.1.A.U. Nationals, will return after sitting out 
last year. Bush, a rugged 6'4 forward played for the Stingers from 1978-80.
